NEW BILLS. 


Senator Laird has introduced a bill 


that, from a business point of view, 
ranks in importance 
with 
anything 


that has been presented to the Legis- 
lature. Its purport is to extend from 
two,, to four years the time in which 
suit can be brought on a debt not In 
writing or one contracted outside of 
the State. If he succeeds in extending 
the. limitation in the manner proposed 
it will make a whole lot of difference 
to tradespeople and business men gen-1 
erally.

tablishment shall be operated unless at

companies. It provides that every wa- 
ter company must furnish filters at its 
own expense to. every patron who com- 
plains that the water is impure and 
unfit for use, and in the event of the 
company failing: to do so, the consumer 
is authorized to put in the filter and to 
deduct the cost thereof from bills pre- 
sented by the company for the con- 
sumption of water.

asked by Senator Curtin, who. wants 
$10,000 appropriated for the purpose' of 
protecting in this way the men who 
delve into the earth for its mineral 
treasures.

report we do not feel qualified to take 
issue. It was to be expected, and, In- 
deed, it was very much to be hoped, 
by all humane and candid and patri- 
otic people, that the larger range of 
inquiry taken by such a tribunal as 
this Commission would modify decid- 
edly for the better the criticisms ana 
charges made against tho .War Depart- 
ment in its treatment of our soldiers 
in the field during the late war.
